The Chinese, said the communique, had agreed 
to withdraw troops from Lukouchiaa and surrounding 
areas and to apologise officially to the Japanese. “It was 
stated that they would punish the officers responsible for 
the outbreak of fighting, control the anti-Japanese 
movement and co-operate with the Japanese in the 
communism.

British Roman Catholics 
Stirred By Sir John 
Simon’s Ban 


; London, June 21. 

Sik John Simon’s refusal 

as British Home Minis- 
ter to present a “loyal ad- 
dress” from the Roman 
Catholic hierarchy in Eng- 
land on the occasion of the 
coronation has raised a stir 
in Roman Catholic circles

~ According to to-day’s Univer- 
. 86, the Roman Catholic ‘weekly, 
“Sir John Simon, like his pre- 
decessor, declared that he would 
be ‘unable to submit to the King 
an address wherein these arch- 
bishops and bishops. were refer- 
red to as Catholic. archbishops 
and bishops, and in signatures to 
which use is made of territorial 
designations which cannot be re- 
ognized in official communica- 
tions.’ ” 


The Universe declares this  atti- 
tude to be “amazing,” adding: 
’ “There cannot be a hint of any 
criticism of His Majesty . . oM- 
cialdom alone is to blame.”

SUNG TAKES CHARGE 


Commander of fhe 20th Army, 
General Sung ‘Chel-yuan, the most 
powerful Chinese leader In| North 
Chinn to-day, returned to Tientsin 
secretly Inst night at 6.30 o'clock to 
take full charge of the Chincse mill- 
tary operations. Gencral Sung Chch- 
yuan travelled the full distance from 
his native country, Loling, to Tientsin, 
by motor-car in order to avold public, 
attention. Members of Gencral 
Sung’s family -atrived at Tlentsh, 
later In the evening at 11.30, 


Immediately after his arrival the 
leader of the 29th Army went Into 
conference with his highest sub- 
ordinntes to discuss the defence of 
Marco Polo Bridge (Lukouchino), 
near Wangpinghsien, six miles from 
Pelping. ‘The return of General Sung 
indicates that both Nanking and the 
provincial authorities of Peiping and 
Tientsin are determined to hold 
Hopei at any cost. General Sung 
stayed some weeks at Loling to “avoid 
Japanese pressure,” uecording to 
earlier reports. : 


Chincse authorities in Tientsin have 
sent out jbundreds of specinl and 
armed Police in order to watch 
against any Jocnl disturbances. Last 
night some rifle firing was heard from 
the Japanese Concession, which 
cuused some excitement, but 
fortunately nothing serious happened. 


PLANES CONCENTRATE 


Tientsin, July 12. 
Up to yesterday afternoon thirteen 
Japanese acroplanes have arrived

STAYING AT POST

postpone his departure to South 


owing to the situation in North 
China.

REV. BAINES ON. 
CHRIST'S TEACHING 


Preaching at St. John's Cathedral 
yeatorday, the Rev. H. W. , Baines 
paid: i 


There ares to-day two rensons 
besido those I mentioned Inst Sunday 
which put people off taking the 
teaching of Jesus scriously as a guide 
for dally Mfc, First, peoplo say, He 
demanded ao standard of perfectlon 
Impossible for o man Iiving In the 
world, Secondly, His teaching re- 
quired such on absolute renunciation 
of the world and its rewards os no 
man could face who 
earth seriously. So far oa the first 
point gocs, It may safely be said that 
{t Is for the most part an argument 
uned-by those who wish (and by all 
of ua who wish ot some time) to 
esenpe from the full burden of 
Christ's demands. The line of 
thought fs thisj—if you translate the 
Sermon on the Mount into a code of 
Jaws or even a moral code for every- 
dny conduct you wilt produce chaos. 
Confusion would result from com~ 
pelling men to follow o law to give 
to Him that asks you, or never ‘to 
resist evil, or to forgive seventy times 
seven, Therefore, they reason, it fs 
unpractical advice, But that is so 
only {f Christ was laying down laws 
or making demands. And this ts 
preciscly what He, was not doing. 
He was showing the way of life of 
His Kingdom and the spirit in whicn 
it would be lived, and Ue wos mals- 
ing an offer, not a demand, of Grace 
by which to Ilve it. “Be ye perfect” 
has not the effect upon you of o Inw, 
but it hos always the insplration of 
the eni] of your father jn heaven, in 
Christ's companionship wherever the 
battle 13 thickest. 


But the second objection to the 
relevance of Christ's teaching 1s more 
serious, If {t be true, that Christ 
gave no immediate practical teaching 
about marriage or politics or socicty, 
and {f, further, you pay attention to 
HWfs commands {fo detach yourrelf 


from famlly claims, from hopes of 
wealth or comfort if: the Cross of 
self-denial and: other-worldliness 


is 
your symbol, what practical applica- 
tlon can His tenching have if you for- 
sake the world you cannot have a 


message for it. It you hold a com- 
mission of enquiry into the working 
of some agsocintion or the conduct 
of some person, nnd never trouble to 
share the conditions of Ife under 
which your subject must worl, 
nobody will listen to what you huve 
to say, Interesting, they would say 
of your findings, but beside 
point. 


Incontestable Authority 


We can at onec dispose of the 
charge of Indifference in the cnse of 
Jesus, Whatever He sald or left 
unsaid about human life, He spoke 
from within and not without It. A 
Man among men, knowing human 
Nfe from Inside, He spoke with 
unique and incontestable authority 
and not as the Scribes. It js that 
which distinguishes Him from 
modern social prophets like Wells 
who grow more remote from Mon- 
day morning and Saturday night 
humanity the higher they soar in 
prescription for the world’s maladies, 
Indeed Jesus was accused of being 
gluttonous and a wine bidder, ao 
friend of Publicans and _— sinners: 
people looked askance at the com~- 
pany He kept. He was not an 
uscetic In the common sense of the 


the 


-| word, although He lived simply and 


sot lightly to physical comfort. He 
never disapproved of marriage. No; 
if Christ bude men follow Him it was 
not out of the world. Yet there re- 
mains the ignoring of the social 
issues of His day nnd His Indifference 
to the loyaltics and values which 
dominated His fellows. There is no 
doubt of that. The most prominent 
element in Christ's teaching was His 
reiterated extreme demand = for 
renunication, or detachment from the 
normal interests and claims of 
society, And this teaching is cn- 
foreed for anybody who realises how 
blessedly quick He was, in life ond 
His parables, to recognise the good 
In common men, their family life 
ond relations, and in their oc- 
cupations, He saw goodness where 
most of us would have noticed 
nothing. It is not that in the build- 
ing of Hls Kingdom Jesus uscd or 
expected new material-—-humanity 
wns gopd enough for Him—but He 
did invent 9 new desifn of building, 
aspiring to new ambitions. Without 
compromise He mocked, taught, “on 
men from slavery to thelr old design 
for llving; He rebuked their values 
and bade them look elsewhere. 


No where fs this more clear than 
in His over-turning of the old 
standards of respectability. If a 
Christian Is one who follows Christ 
he will certainly find himself maling 
an absolute refusal to recognise the 
distinction of respectable from dis- 
reputable sins. Fornicatlon or theft 
or violence in Christ’s cycs were not 
worse than hypocrisy, avarice, un- 
mercifulness, contempt, salfishness. 
Not that He pniliates sensual sin. His 
werds when He speoks of It ar: 
penetrating ond severe. But He re- 
gards it and other disreputable sins 
as less hardening than respectable 
sing, “The -Publicans and ‘the 
haorlots go into the Kingdom of 
Henven before you.” And He treats 
the whole motive of seeking the 
applause of our fellows with con- 
tempt ond. os a supreme obstacle to 
faith. So you will expect to find a 
certain” unconventlonality in the 
Christian's moral Judgment. Not for 
him fs it to be the slave of fashion 
nor doped by the desiro for approval. 
He has about him that independence 
which belongs to those who are 
detached from the world's values 
{hough Nving in the heart of it. He 
has been called out, to become a 
mendicant-friar in ‘spirit !f not In 
body: dependant only on God and His 
ambitions. He is in the world but 
not of it; its Jover but not its slave.

light be outside it. Let me take ox- 
amples. First at home,.No thought 
about the family can be true which 
thinks merely in terms of thls life. 
Man {3 made for life eternal, and the 
family in its Christinn canception Ss 
an incarnation of eternal fe. This 
does not mean that matters of 
eugenics, education, sutrition and ao 
on are beneath Christian considera~ 
tion, but Just the opposite. In every- 
thing concerning the true Ilfc of the 
home even in its best and dearcst 
intimacies Christian thinking will 
come but always with that note of 
detachment as one who serves loyalt~ 
fes greater than the home and a love 
decper ‘than that of the beloved. Is 
ft not our own experience that ‘I 
could not love thee, dear, so much, 
loved I not honour more’? 


Concentrate exclusively on this 
love you will grow greedy. Love is 
only nade perfect if the lovers love 
God beyond each other. Here Is 
Christ's ‘I say unto you: Christ, 
lovely In His genial appreciation of 
the family and Sts sanctities, says 
there are times when a man must 
‘Nate’ his family. . 


Citizenship 


The same is truce in our other 
examplo—citizenship, If the indlv- 
idual Christian or the Church as a 
whole Is so deeply identified, even 
passively with the status quo and Its 
values that it can not stand aside, 
critleise and redeem—there Is trage- 
dy. Equally there is tragedy if from 
despalr or. disdain we keep out ot 
politics or soclal work in order not 
to sully our own hands. We cannot 
work in that.way. It 1s. no more 
possible to Christianisce politics by 
haughty aloofness than it is to 
spiritualise. marriage by shrinking 
from its physical implications. Take 
our community here, Only a person 
who Joves Hongkong and ‘belongs’ 
to it, who sinks or swims with it can 
do anything lasting for it. Yet, in 
many ways the more ardently, he 
Joves it the biinder he will be to its 
imitations and its failures in justlee 
and freedom which are bound up 
with those Mmitations. Hence it is 
only a pledged allegiance to ‘an 
absolute standard which ean brinit 
citizenship to perfection. You will 
only serve Hongkong well if you try 
to do something more—fashton your 
lives by the will of God. Again it 
is the same detachment that Is the 
condition of health. 


Jesus practised what he preached. 
He did not live In the world of clalms 
and counterclaims, of rights and 
privileges which bind: most of us. 
He was the new morality, Living 
without. reserve among men and 
shrinking. from” none of the 
sequences of that resolve. He was 
yet utterly free from worldly stan- 
dards and values and mental habits. 
Alwaya he brought the fresh light 
of God. No life was too low, no 
conditions too common for Him, to 
enter; no standards or codes were 80 
venerable that He dared not oppose 
them. But here js no feckless nihi- 
lst preaching, revolution for revolu- 
tion sake, The meaning of His 
doctrine of renunciation !s that it can 
be nchieved only by devotion and at- 
tachment to God. And we know it. 
Not one of us would not give all we 
have got to possess that unreserved 
gencrous-humanity of His and to be 
free with His liberty o disciple of the 
absolute love of God Instead of 
struggling to keep the avernge stan- 
dards of human laws. So let us hear 
ngaln “Loy not up for yourselves 
treasures on earth, where moth and 
rust doth corrupt and thieves break 
through and steal; but lay up for 
yourselves treasurcs in heaven— 
God's treasures, For where your 
Hoagie’ 1s there will your heart be 
also,

SHORTAGE OF 
BRITISH FILMS 
FEARED 


Uncertainty : Over 
Industry’s Future 


QUOTA LAW MAY 
BE BROKEN 


(From A Film Correspondent) 


A new problem is facing the 
already problom-ridden British 
film industry. It is the likeli- 
hood of a serious dearth of 
British pictures during the next 
nine months, and __ possibly 
‘longer. Such a shortage will 
mean that the "present quota 
law which the Government 
hopes to increase gradually, 
cannot possibly be fulfilled, 


This situation has arisen as an off- 
shoot of the crisis which began last 
January. Pending reorganisation of 
the Industry, cither from within or by 
the Government, credit for producers 
wanting to make new films has al- 
most ceased to exist. Financiers, 
insurance companies, und banks have 
Yenerally speaking, been cautlous 
about lending: any more money’ till 
the future development of the indus- 
}try hins become more certain. 


RESORT TO “QUICKIES” 


The effect of this checks will mean 
that soon it will be impossible for 
exhibitors to hire the necessary 20 
per cent. footage of British pictures 
for show in their cinemas, Such a 
situation might have on Injurjously 
weakening effect on the start of any 
new Jegisintion or reorganinntion, 


Tf exhibitors are unable to hire pre. 
sentable British films they will either 
have to break the law by falling short 
of the quota or subsidise their pro- 
grammes with such “quickles” as are 
available. “Quickies” are those films 
made, mainly by foreign-owned com- 
panies producing films in this country, 
at a minimum of time ond expense 
for quota purposes. The presentation 
of too many “quickies” and the dearth 
of more ambitious, bona-fde British 
films would go far to destroylng such 
prestige as has been gained by our 
studios in the last two years, 


The summer months ore the most 
Important for the British trade, 
Lacking the climatic advantages of 
Hollywood, full use must be made of 
the longer and better lighting con- 
ditions for shooting outside scenes, tf 
the 
present state of indecislon continues 
{il the ent! of the summer the best 
months of the year will virtually be 
wasted. Stocks nvallable for exhibi- 
lors will be lower during next winter 
and spring than they have been for 
the Inst four years.

IR John Simon’s_ refusal 

as British Home Minis- 

ter to present a “loyal ad- 

dress’ from the Roman 

Catholic hierarchy in Eng- 

Jand on the occasion of the 

coronation has raised a stir 

in Roman Catholic circles 
here. 


; ‘According to to-day's Univer- 
~ gé; the Roman Catholic weekly, 
“Sir John Simon, like his pre- 
decessor, declared that he would 
be ‘unable to submit to the King 
‘on address wherein these arch- 
bishops and bishops were.refer- 
zed to.as Catholic archbishops 
‘and bishops, and in signatures to 
which use is made of territorial 
designations which cannot be re- 
cognized in official communica- 
tions.’ " : 


The Universe declares this attl- 
tude to be “nmazing,” adding: 
“There cannot be a hint of any 
criticism of His Majesty . . offi- 
cialdom alone is to blame.” 


As to this last point lawycrs point 
out that under the Ecclesinstical 


Titles Act of 1851 penalties were im- 
posed for the assumption of titles, 
ranks, precedents or jurisdictions 


not conferred by the sovereign. The 
subsequent act of 1871 repealed the 
penalties while leaving the legal ban 
untouched. Territorial designations 
of Roman Catholic prelates were 
conferred by the Pope, not by the 
King, and’ so was the ecclesiastical 
jurisdiction to which these prelates 
lay claim, ‘ 


It is therefore argued that not on- 
ly was Sir John Simon's ‘attitude 
legnily necessary—becausc - if. the 
nddress had been accepted it would 
have constituted official recognition 
of an Megal clatm—but that the Ko- 
man Catholic hierarchy knew pere 
fectly well what the icgal situation 
Is. It 4s added that an casy way out 
could have been found by merely 
omitting the signatures from the 
Yoyalty address, a3 had been done 
jn the case of many other similar 
documents. 


The use of the word “Catholic” - 
was objected to- because the 
Anglican community claims to 
be part of the Catholle church, 
whereas the address attributes 
this quality to the Roman church 
only,

Originally the Cottage could ace 
commodute only 12 children but now 
‘it had aecommedation for 36, A new 
building was now being erected to 
uccommodate 40 children, both boys 
and girls, “As soon as children were 
fit to lenve hospital, they were taken 
to the Cottage, where they were 
looked after by nurses, taken to the 
beach, and given plenty of milk.

Ending ao trial run of about 10,000 
kilometers In comparatively perfect 
condition, a 1937 Chevrolet track, 
with stake body and cub, which has 
recently been delivered to the 
Chinese Post OMce, proved its de- 
pendability for Interior postal trans- 
port work In a way which has Ieft 
Httle to be desired. 


Mr. Gorsky, service foreman of the 
Auto Paluce Co., Ltd, Shanghai 
Chevrolet deaters, was in charge of 
the trip, The first leg of the journcy, 
Shonghal to Nanking, was completed 
in npproximutely ten hours. 


After a one day suwy in Nanking, 
where one passenger was pleked up, 
the track proceed:d to 
GSihsien), via Wuhu, arriving at its 
destination within one day. On the 
next day Nanchang was the objective. 
This part-of the run traversed the 500 
miles of excellent road which is a 
feature of Kiangsu Province. 


The fourth day of 
brought the truck to Changsha, 
Honan Province where a cargo of 
2,000 kilos of mall was picked up for 
transport to Chungking, via Kuyang, 
Kwelchow Province. The trip from 
Changsha to Kuyang required four 
days and the road Ied through high 
and beautiful mountnins, During this 
staze of the journey the roads were 
found to be in very good conditlon. 


The roads in the territory sur- 
rounding Chungking, however, were 
in rather poor condition; particularly 
poor was the rond between Chung- 
king and Chengtu where = regular 
loads of from 14 to 2,000 kilos of mail 
were transported regularly between 
the two cities for one month, In all, 
six trips were made between Chung- 
king and Chengtu,

period: In an extremely satisfactory 
mnonner. This Inst trip required six 
doys of travel. 


During the entire run no mechani- 
cal diMculty wos experienced, Actu- 
ally, the only trouble of any kind en- 
countered was the puncture of one of 
the 32x6 heavy duty, 10-ply tyres. 

In the course of the 10,000 kilo- 
meter trip, of] wis changed three 
times only, there being practically no 
consumption of oll. The Chevrolet 
averaged 10 kilometers to the gallon 
of gasoline throughout the journey. 
Top speed was 75 kilometers per 
hour, 

The truck wits eventually  de- 
livered to the Chinese Post OMmce 
in Changshan where it Is now engaged 
Jn regular runs, delivering miuils 
according to schedule and giving ex- 


tremely satisfactory service all the 
time. ‘ .

The limit that could be’ re- 
garded as desirable was reached 
about the middle of last year.

Such measures may be des- 
eribed, in short, as a “sterilising” 
of the gold acquired. The 
principal means for this purpose 
is that the central institution 
—it may be a bank or a ‘system 
of banks, a Treasury, or. an 
Exchange Equalisation Fund— 
buys all gold offered and puts it 
away in its vaults. This may 
seem an effective means of com- 
pating inflation, but when the 
offerings of gold on the London 
market run up to several million 
pounds a day the method begins 
to be a bit expensive. .

OWEVER, a development

Truc, Governments would tem- 
porarily be relieved of some’ of 
their most immediate financial 
embarrassments, but the draw- 
backs of such a development 
would be very serious. 

The lowering of the pur- 
chasing power of money would 
severely reduce incomes — of 
large classes of the population; 
very rise of prices would in- 
eluding all forms of old-age pen- 
sions, would lose a substantial 
part of its value; in addition, the 
very rise of prices would in- 
evitably cause far reaching dis- 
turbances in the conduct of 
business.

A sufficient 
lowering of the price of gold 
would also make it possible for 
the authorities to cease public 
hoarding of gold, and let all gold 
offered be cffectively used as a- 
basis for the monetary system, 
so that no further cost for

The supposed . reduction of 
the price of gold would, however, 
necessitate a considerable writ- 
ing down of. -the gold..funds... 
adready accumulated, and mone- 
tary authorities would have to 
face a grent financial loss, This 
may be a reason for their hesi- 
tance. It should, however, be 
remembered that this loss grows 
rapidly every month the measure 
is postponed, 


Naturally, the gold-producing 
interest, which has acquired the 
position of a world power, would 
have to suffer from the lowering 
of the price of its product.. The 
resistance from this side may 
prove strong .enough to delay 
action. 


Divergent Interests 


N alternative has been pro- 
posed in an_ international 
agreement for restriction of gold 
production. Such a proposal is, - 
however, both impracticable and: 
irrational. It has become more 
impracticable since gold produc-. 
tion has been extended to 80. 
many different countries with ~ 
the most divergent economic 
interests. For instance, nobody 
believes that it would be pos- 
sible to come to an agreement, 
with Russia, involving a severe 
curtailment of that country’s 
production of gold. The _pro- 
posal is also irrational. It can 
hardly be common sense first to. 
raise the price of gold 70 per: 
cent. above the old price and. 
then try to correct the bad con- 
sequences by preventing that. 
increase of production which is. ° 
called forth by the higher price..

This situation has arisen as an off- 
shoot of the crisis which began last 
January, Pending reorganisation of 
the Industry, either from within or by 
the Government, credit for producers 
wanting to make new films has al- 
most ceased to exist. Financiers, 
insurance companies, and banks have 
Kenerally spenking, been cautious 
ubout-lending any more money tilt 
the future development’ of the Indus- 
try has become more certain. i 


RESORT TO “QUICKIES” 


The effect of this check will mean 
that soon it will be Impossible for 
exhibitors to hire the necessary 20 
Der cent. footage of British pictures 
for show in thelr cinemas, Such a 
situation might have un injuriously 
weakening effect on the sturt of any 
new legislation or reorganisation, 


Jf exhibitors are unable to hire pre- 
sentable Brittsh films they will either 
have to break the law by falling short 
of the quoty or subsidise their pro- 
grammes with such “quickies” as are 
available. “Quickies are those films 
made, mainly by forcign-owned com- 
panics producing films in this country, 
at a minimum ‘of time and expense 
for quota purposes. The presentation 
of too many “quickles” and the derrth

Having read the life stories of 
such men as Abraham Lincoln, Ram- 
say MacDonald, and Robert Louls 
Stevenson, how can anyone doubt 
that courage and tenacity will 
overcome all obstacles?

; United States’ Plans 
Clarified 


Washington, July 11. 

Following a conference of Treasury 
experts a statement was lasucd to-day 
respecting the Sino-Amerlcan gold 
and_ silver transaction. 

“The agreement reveals two policies 
regarding the future of the Govern- 
ment’s gold holdings: firstly, to help 
other natlons achleve monctary re- 
form and currency stabilisation for 
their internal prosperity and the en- 
hancement of ‘International trade; 
secondly, to ‘convert sterilised gold, 
now amounting to many millions, to 
silver. This means the utilisation of 
‘unwacted. gold'.. which. now...forms 
the Government’s inactive fund.” 

This fact, in conjunction with the 


‘rise in gold shipplng price In London, 


the decrease in the amount of gold 
offered for sale, purchase by the 
French Stabilisatlon Fund of sterl- 
ing, convertible into gold reserves, 
arguc powerfully against gold price 
reduction. 

It is assumed gold will be sold 
to China at $35 (U.S.)_ per ounce. 
However, whether the United States 
will pay China for silver the domestic 
price of 77 cents an ounce or the price 
of Imported silver, 45 cents, it is not 
clear, Under the Silver Purchase act 
the Treasury {s authorised to pay any 
price below $1.29. If there is no 
price concession on silver then the 
Sino-Ameriecan agreement Incks signi- 
ficance fundamentally.—United Press,
